
Did The 
Former

G erald R. Ford was a spy for the FBI 
before he became President of the 
United States. 

Mr. Ford wasn’t spying against any foreign 
country or criminal element. On the contrary, 
the former President was “spilling the 
beans" on the government’s own Warren 
^Commission. 

In December, 1963, then Congressman Ford 
'as appointed to the Warren Commission — that 
>ody entrusted with finding the truth behind the 
issassination of President John F. Kennedy. 
j Mr. Ford, unlike other commission ap- 
pointees. apparently felt his first allegiance was 
to the FBI and its director, J. Edgar Hoover. 

Mr . Ford’s “double role” has now become a 
matter of public record. Recently the FBI re- 
leased 58,000 pages of formerly classified docu- 
ments relating to the assassination. 

, In this mass of paper can be found memoranda 
[and reports pertaining to the former President’s 
•secret activities. 

Still, “spying” is one thing 
r and “sabotage” is another. 
And sabotaging the conclu- 
mission is 
what some leading assassina- 
tion investigators are now 
claiming was Ford’s real role 
on the Warren Commission, 
i They believe that Mr. Ford 
indiscriminately defended the 
FBI against ch 
competence flPEnc JFK 
murder investigation. 

The critics also charge that

Tips 

On December 12, 1963, Mr. DeLoach 
stated in a memo that Ford had called him to 
his office and told the FBI agent he was 
spleased at the way Chief Justice Warren 
vas running the inquiry. He indicated, said 
DeLoach, that he “would keep me thorough- 
y advised as to the activities of the 
ommission.”

Mae Brussell. one of the most persistent 
and knowledgeable critics of the Warren 
Commission, is convinced that Gerald Ford 
was leaking absolutely everything of im- 
portance to the FBI. 

And what’s more, Miss Brussell and 
others charge, he also violated the Warren 
Commission oath by releasing classified 
information to the public — information 
supporting the theory that Oswald acted 
alone.
